The  State  Census. 

The  enumeration  «»/  the  inlinhi'ants  of  the 
several  Suites  is  made  under  the  direction 
of  the  United  States  authorities  on  the  even 
ten  years;  and  the  next  one  will  he  mken  in 
1890.  New  Jersey,  in  common  with  New 
York  and  many  other  Stales  has  made  a 
practice  of  taking  tin  enumeration  of  |u*r  in¬ 
habitants  at  the  expiration  of  live  years, 
alter  the  Federal  census. 

The  last  Legislature  passed  a  law  pro-^ 
viding  for  the  taking  of  the  Stale  census] 
this  year,  and  in  each  succeeding  tenth] 
year,  and  arrange<l  the  details  with  a  dr 
of  care  which  it  is  to  he  hopt 
the  result  more  valuable  than  In 
ca^e  in  previous  years. 

The  information  obtained  is  chiefly  valu¬ 
able  for  sUt  istical  or  local  purposes,  and  the 
subdivision  of  political  districts  throughout 
the  State  is  hast'd  upon  the  national  census. 
The  law  of  1885  provides  that  the  Secre¬ 
tary  ol  State  shall  prepare  proper  blanks 
for  the  enumerators  ;  that  i  hey  •shall  he  sent 
to  each  County  Clerk  hy  April  1 5th  ol 
each  census  yeti r,  that  the  County  Clerk* 
on  or  before  May  1st  shall  forward  such 
sufficient  blanks  to  each  township  Clerk, 
with  a  copy  of  the  act,  prepared  by  the 
Secretary  of  Suite,  with  instructions  also  is 
sued  by  the  officer ;  that  on  May  15th  the 
Township  Assessors  shall-  proceed  to  t-ake 
the  census  “by  making  actual  inquiry.”  and 
shall  enter  the  following  information  in  the 
blanks  furnished  him  :
